NAZI TERRORISM IN -

“The Weimar Constitution,” declared 
Dr. Lammers, “no longer forms the 
fundamental-law of the State. It has lost 
its importance. 

‘The form of Government to-day is 
based on principles which were crewned 
by the law of August Ist of last year 
relating to the head of the State, under 
which law the Constitution stipulated 
that the limits to the office of President 
were abolished. 

““ Adolf Hitler has received the offices of 
Reichspresident and Chancellor for life. 
These offices can no more be separated 
from one another.

The question of the welding together. of 
State and party. Dr. Lammers con- 
tinued, was of the greatest importance for 
the future, but much had to be done yet 
to accomplish this. 

He concluded: ‘‘ The times when people 
and State fought against one another have 
definitely gone.”’ 


The unofficial “ Commission of Inquiry 
into the National-Socialist terror in the 
Saar,” presided over by Lord Marley, has 
addressed a report to the League of Nations 
giving instances of alleged Nazi intimida- 
tion. 

The unofficial Commissioners—Mr. W. O. 
Thompson, a New York barrister ; Senator 
Georg Branting, of Stockholm, and Count 
Michael Karolyi, ex-Premier of Hungary— 
begin their report by observing that, hav- 
ing no official character, they find it 
difficult to obtain witnesses, many Saarois 
being afraid of reprisals. 

Despite this, the Commission heard 
forty witnesses, nearly all of whom state 
that they were the victims of -outrages 
during the past month. Evidence was 
heard from miners, priests, tramway 
milis business men, doctors, barristers 

and men and women from various parts of 
the Saar. 

In all the cases examined witnesses 
deposed that their aggressors were not, sum- 
moned afterwards to appear before the 
special tribunals, while the opponents of 
National-Socialism were always sentenced 
by these tribunals. 

The Commission observes:—‘‘ While we 
have not been able to verify this complaint, 
we have no reason to doubt its accuracy.’’ 

Among the individual witnesses examined 
was Wilhelm’ Hildebrand, aged 37, a 
business man, who declares that he was 
‘“ beaten up ” with steel rods by fifteen 
Nazis who knew him to be an anti-Nazi. 

The Commissioners allege that ‘* moral 
terrorism ” even more severe than physical 
is brought to bear against anti-Nazis. 
Life is made impossible for them, and their 
children have often to go out of the Saar 
for education. i

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 
NEXT MONTH 
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M. DOUMERGUE’S PLAN 
From FREUTER 8 CorRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


A bill to convoke the National Assembly 
at Versailles towards the middle or end 
of November to vote on Premier 
Doumergue’s plan of constitutional reform 
will be submitted to both Houses as soon 
as Parliament re-assembles. 

Although no official date has yet been 
settled, it is generally believed that M. 
Doumergue will summon Parliament to 
meet on the 6th of next month. 

The first ordinary business of Parlia- 
ment will be to tackle the Budget for 
1935. 

Taking his cue from British constitu- 
tional practice, M. Doumergue’s proposed 
reforms include three important changes 
calculated to produce greater Governmental! 
stability in France. He proposes :—

Sylvestre Malny was arrested after 
breaking away from the police at Fon- 
tainebleau Jast Wednesday and wanderin 
in the woods for four days. His alle 
confession was as follows :— 

“ For a long time I have belonged to a 
terrorist ‘secret ‘society, of which the 
mysterious Doctor Ante Pavelitch is the 
President. . In September last an emissary 
of the Supreme Council came to find me in 
Budapest, where I was working. | 

“He revealed himself by the prope 
secret signs, and then, in answer to my 
oath, I went to Munich, where I met five 
men, including the President's delegate, 
named Kraemer, and Kalemen, who was 
to become the regicide. Kraemer had 
come to ‘ take delivery’ of us, who had 
been designated by the Supreme Council 
for. the business in hand, of which we 
ourselves did not yet know the nature. 

“Kraemer gave us a new rendezvous at 
Lausanne. There we changed all our 
clothes. We passed the frontier in dif- 
ferent groups and met in a Paris express. 
In Paris Kraemer told us we were corpses 
in his hand ; that we must obey him abso- 
lutely, and that we were working in a 
great cause.” 


KALEMEN FEARLESS 


On the morning of the day they were to 
leave for Marseilles Kraemer revealed the 
‘real object of the mission. 

“The King arrives at Marseilles,’’ he 
said, dramatically.. ‘‘ Shoot.' He gave 
them revolvers and ammunition. 

- When Malny and Kalemen reached the 
‘Cannebiere the crowd was already im- 
mense. alemen set about finding the 
best dor the assassination. He was 
fearless and determined. Malny, on the 
other hand, said that he himself began to 
be afraid. . i 

He told Kalemen that he feared killing 
innocent people in the crowd. He then re-

Titulescu, Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
and two other members of the Rumanian 
Cabinet, also arrived this afternoon. King 
Carol was greeted by the whole Council of 
Regency, all the members of the Govern- 
ment, and by his mother, Queen Marie of 
Rumania. | 

An Air Force squadron and a contingent 
of troops are on their way from Bukharest 
to represent the Rumanian Army at the 
funeral.

Careful 
planning was obvious, and the only clue 
that has been revealed is that a motor car 
was used. The fresh tracks of the tyres 
were seen in the gateway where he was 
kidnapped. These turned south, but were 
obliterated by rain before they could be of 
assistance to the police. 


DETECTIVES ACTIVE 

The Royal Ulster Constabulary was in- 
formed of the occurrence, and all Civic 
Guard stations over a wide area were 
warned. A description of Finnegan has 
now been circulated, and detectives are 
engaged on the case in Dublin. The police 
view is that it is more difficult to trace a 
man if he is taken to a large town than in 
a country area, 

Sometimes a senior officer from the Civic 
Guard headquarters is sent down to super- 
vise the work on big cases outside the 
Metropolitan Area. This has not been 
done in the Louth cases, and the work is 
being carried out by Superintendent T.

The liner Morro Castle was. gutted off 
the New Jersey coast, with heavy loss. of 
life, on September 8th. 

The»Beoard’s report, which is described 
by the New York World Telegram as a

one ighéa by two inspectors of the New 
York úil strict. 

It states no cause for the disaster and 
fixes, ho, responsibility for the fire, but 
records that, had the vessel been stopped 
and an 8.0.8. sent out when the fire was 
discovered, the loss of life would probably 
have been less. 

It further states that the crew, after 
lowering themselves into the sea in life- 
boats, failed to heed the cries of passengers 
who were huddled together in the stern of 
the stricken ship. 


FIVE COUNTS 


The report accuses Mr. Warms on five 
counts :— i 

(1) That he delayed the despatch of 
wireless S.O.S. signals; thus unduly 
jeopardising the lives of the passengers 
and crew, 

- (2) That he failed to stop the vessel 
after he became aware that the super- 
structure was on fire, and that the vessel 
was steaming into a fresh breeze. 

(3) That he failed to order the fire hose 
to be connected and ready for immediate 


use. 

(4) That he failed to order the fire screen 
doors to be closed. 

(5) That he failed to have the deck crew 
divided into equal watches, as legally pro- 
vided by the Seamen’s Act, thereby re- 
ducing the number of men on watch at 
the time the fire was reported, thus unduly 
jeopardising life. 


OTHER CHARGES 


The report further charges Eben S. 
Abbott that, while acting as chief engineer 
of a vessel on fire at sea, he failed to go 
below into the engine and fire rooms to 
direct the engine room crew in the per- 
formance of their duty. 

The second officer, Clarence Hackney, is 
charged with failing properly to supervise 
the lowering of the lifeboats when ordered 
to do so, 

The third officer, Harold Hansen, is 
charged with failure to carry out the 
master’s orders to stand by to assist the 
passengers into the boats. 

_ The first assistant engineer, Mr. Arbujia, 
is also charged with failing to stay below 
in the engine room and direct the crew.
